Attached is a letter dated 18 January 1965 addressed 
to the Director of Personnel from R. W. van da Velde, Faculty Secretary, 
Rockefeller Public Service Awards, which asks if we would like to develoj 
a nomination of Ray Cline for the Rockefeller Public Service Award. He 
also suggests that your name not be resubmitted for another year or two :o 
allow more time to elapse following your receipt of the Presidential Award. 
Finally, he suggests that Dick Helms’ name be resubmitted if more can le 
said about the type and caliber of bla work. 

As you know, Mr, Helms has been nominated for he 
National Civil Service League Award. I understand that we probably will not 
know the outcome of this nomination until after the period for nominating 
candidates for the Rockefeller Award has been closed. Therefore, Mr. van 
de Velde’s letter, among other things, poses the question of whether we v/lsh 
to have Mr. Helms in nomination for two awards . It seems obvious from 
Mr. van de Velde's letter that they would not give Mr. Helms the Rockefeller 
Award if he has already received die NC$L Award, which we all hope will be 
the case . Therefore, I think that we should defer Mr. Helms' nominatior 
for another year and explain to Mr . van de Velde why we are doing so . 

1 see no reason why we couldn’t make a good case 
for Ray Cline. You recall that I nominated Dr. Tietjen earlier and, while 
I think he is very deserving, I Imagine that we could make a much stronger 
case for Mr. Cline.

This suggestion was mao* 
by a former colleague who Is not in a position to write the 
kind of citation that would be appropriate for the Selection 
Conwittee. I am not aware of Mr, Cline's responsibilities 
nor of the way In which ha carries them out. Would he be er 
appropriate candidate? If so. would CIA want to davelop the 
nomination. 

As you know, Messrs. Kirkpatrick end Helms have been 
up for consideration several times, in each case the Selection 
Committee has bean very much impressed with these two gentlt* 
men, but always tha great problem arises of not anouah specific 
information can be made available on them. I may tell you 
(off the record) that Hr. Kirkpatrick's folder was set asid< 
last year for possible future consideration, but was not cor - 
siderad last year because of tha fact that he had Just received 
a Presidential A*ard. This does not mean that ha cannot be 
considered again, but I would think that probably another y« er 
or two should elapse before hit name is resubmitted. 

It would be my inclination to racoemend to you that th* 
name of Richard Halms be resubmitted for consideration this 
year by the Committee once more, particularly If now that h « 
activities art mare public more can be said about the type 
and caliber of his wDrk. You may «*>t be aware of it. but 
several of our awardees in the rocdht past have bean people who 
have been nominated to the Selection Committee more than on* « 
in the years preceding that of their award.
